Amount Is Alleged to Be $ 100,000,000 
Russia May Take Them All—Sen­ 
ate Reorganizations Completed-- 
Lodge Talks of the Moaroe Doc­ 
trine—General Washington News. 


W ashington, Dec. 31.—There seems to 
Le no reason to doubt that preparations 
have been made for the issue of an­ 
other block of 4 per cent bonds, but 
•whether the amount will be $100,000,000 
Is unknown, and, perhaps, undeter­ 
mined. There is reason for the belief 
that, notwithstanding the objections of 
th e president and secretary of the treas­ 
ury to the house bond bill, the issue of 
4 per cent bonds would be delayed to 
the very latest possible time, if any as­ 
surance could be given that the senate 
would take up and pass the house bill 
w ithin a reasonable time. 
It is said that an understanding has 
been reached with certain New York 
bankers under which they are to take 
the bonds whenever called upon to do 
so. 
All denials of the truth of this 
statem ent should be received with in­ 
credulity in the light of the emphatic 
denials made about the agreement with 
the syndicate preceding the last bond 
issue. 
It is expected that, when pro­ 
posals are invited, the issue will be at 
least $100,000,000, a sum which it is be­ 
lieved will be sufficient to enable the 
secretary to m aintain the gold fund at 
or about the sum generally regarded as 
necessary for proper protection, until 
the revenues grow to the point of reach­ 
ing the expenditures. W ith upward of 
$150,000,000 of gold it would not be diffi­ 
cult for the secretary to control a suffi­ 
cient amount in legal tenders to make 
it difficult for shippers to obtain their 
supply from the treasury. The avail­ 
able cash now, exclusive of the gold 
fund, is $110,000,000, of which $80,432,- 
<>57 is in legal tenders, not covered by 
certificates, of which there are outstand­ 
ing $18,000,000. 
The general expectation is that the 
finance committee will report the bond 
bill to the senate with a free-coinage 
amendment, and that it will pass in 
th a t shape. 
One of the curious stories in connec­ 
tion with the expected 
forthcoming 
bond issue is th at it is understood that 
the administration expects 
the 
new 
bonds to be taken by Russian capital­ 
ists, not by the Russian government, 
but by the Imperial Bank of St. Peters­ 
burg, or some other strong financial in­ 
stitution of that city, which has large 
quantities of gold in its vault.

Russian government has made no offer 
to advance gold.

PREE COINAGE BILL. 


Son-tor Jones of Arkansas Makes It an 
Amendment. 
W ashington, Dec. 31.—Senator Jones 
of Arkansas on Monday presented an 
amendment which he proposes to offer 
to the house bond bill. It provides that 
th*} holder of silver bullion who is a cit­ 
izen of the United States may tender the 
same to the secretary of the treasury 
and have it coined into silver dollars, 
the seigniorage to be the difference be­ 
tween the coinage value and the market 
price of the bullion in New York; for 
the cancellation of all bank notes of 
less than $10; directing the secretary of 
the treasury to coin the silver bullion 
In the treasury into silver dollars, to be 
used in redeeming the treasury notes 
issued for the purpose of purchasing 
silver bullion under the Sherman act; 
and for the redemption of the green­ 
backs in either gold or silver, and for 
their reissue according to the provis­ 
ions of the act of 1878.

Thirteen 
Are

senger trains collided at 7:30 last night 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest­ 
ern near Coal City, fourteen miles 
from Cincinnati. They were the Louis­ 
ville express, which left this city at 
7:05 p. rn., and the St. Louis accommo­ 
dation, due there at 7:05 p. rn. The lat­ 
ter was an hour late. 
The first known of the collision here 
was when the wrecking train w as'sent 
out, about 8 o’clock, accompanied by 
physicians, railway officials, and others. 
The wildest rumors of the loss of life 
were soon circulated.

Havana, Dec. 31.—Lieut.-Col. Perera, 
commanding the Navarro battalion, 
numbering about 850 men, was engaged 
with insurgents near Calimel, not far 
from Jajuey Grande, Sunday. The fight­ 
ing ie said to have been very fierce, and 
the Spaniards are reported to have sus­ 
tained the fire of vastly superior num­ 
bers of insurgents commanded by Go­ 
mez. The troops are reported to have 
captured the insurgent positions and to 
have obliged the enemy to divide Bis 
forces. The insurgents are said to have 
lost heavily, while on the government 
side only one officer and fifteen soldiers 
were killed and sixty wounded. 
About an hour after this engagement 
the sound of cannonading was heard in 
the direction of the Maria plantation, 
about three miles from Calimete, and 
it is supposed Gomez has been engaged 
with the Spanish column commanded by 
Col. Molina.

From the Failure of Patrons To Be 
Careful Enough About W hat Be­ 
comes of “ Rinsings.” 
Some plain truths for dairy farm­ 
ers in Footville, Spring Valley, Porter 
and Center are told by E. R. Carlson, 
ihe proprietor of several Bock county 
creameries.

to the cwt. 
It will be remembered 
th at November is the best month of 
the year for a large butter yield. 
While the average milk in the sum­ 
mer will not make within onejj fourth 
to one third as much butter as it will 
a t this time of year to the hundred. 
I have given these facts in detail 
^pith the hope th at more of the dairy 
(farmers will read and investigate and 
teek information. 
My observation 
has been th at those of my patrons 
th a t took and read good literature 
gave me no trouble in any form aB 
they were posted on w hat to expect 
from their oows or the factory. 
They 
keep track of the markets while the 
farm er who does not keep posted is 
always suspicuous and dissatisfied be­ 
cause 
he 
does 
not 
know 
w hat to 
look 
for 
or 
expect 
from 
his cows or 
the factory. 
If he does not hear of some one get­ 
ting more 
for milk 
than he did, 
he generally is satisfied. 
I find that by using the lactometer 
th at a very small per centage of the 
milk brought to the factory has not 
been meddled with, aud the deeper 


they dip for cream to put in ct fief be 
surer farmers are to find fault with 
the returns for their milk. 
A great deal of this “ taking a little 
cream for coffee and cake** which af­ 
fects the tests so materially, especi­ 
ally on small lots of milk could be 
stopped to quite an extent if the fac­ 
tory man underetood his business. My 
opinion is that many would-be factory 
men 
might 
better tamp gravel 
aren ad ties. 
The farmer soon finds 
them out. 
My advice, after eighteen 
years of labor in a factory, handling 
milk, is to send farmer boys to the 
dairy school. 
Some of them will turn 
out to be good factory men and im­ 
prove the factory systems and will 
teach their fathers to bring straight 
milk to the factory.
